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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by La Rosa et al 
U.S. Patent No 6,078,611. 

As per claim 1 , La Rosa et al teaches a method for memory access control in 
RAKE receivers with early-late tracking in telecommunications systems with wire-free 
Tele-communication between at least one of mobile and stationary transceivers, in third- 
generation mobile radio systems, the method comprising the steps of: receiving data in 
the RAKE receiver (see fig.1 and col.1, lines 63-67 and col.4, lines 3-12); reading the 
data by an early finger (see col. 5, lines 50-65) in the early-late tracking; memory is the 
same as the claimed (buffer-storing) (see fig.6 and col. 10, lines 20-25. 64-65) the data; 
and passing on the data one read cycle later to a late finger for reading by the late 
finger in the early-late tracking (see col. 5, lines 50-65).
